This cage is nothing more 
than a succession of small poles stuck 
at wide intervals over » circle, in the 
ground; these poles are decked with 
fluttering strip* of white cotton cloth, 
and light ropes ore loosely stretched 
from onr to thu other. 
Within this 


flimsy circle tlic sea-lions arc securely 
imprisoned, and though 
incessantly 


watched by two or three men, they 
Karcely make an effort to escape, but 
their roaring is almost deafening, while 
they constantly writhe and twist over 
ua agaiut one another like a handful 
of angle-wonni in a saucer.
